raw stale. 


It is a new country, ami carries with 


it the same hardships, tliu s.iine alrug 
gK-s Tor human existence, the same 
hard and incessant toil that I he plant- 
iiitf of a new civili/.ition exacts every- 
where. 
Nearly all Ihe articles, there- 


fore, that filter fnlo the household of 
Oregon families, both of necessities of 
(onimon living and of delicacies for 
the supply of the good liveware im- 
ported from California. The fruit, the 
butter, chee.se, poultry, egi;s, a good 
proportion of vegetables, us well as the 
barley and oats and hay, all come 
from the same .source and are paid for 
in wheat and canned salmon.

Colonel William Crawford was the 


intimate friend and play mate of George 
Washington and was born in Itetkky 
county, Va.,in the same year—1732— 
that the father x>f his country first 
saw 


the light nf day, They grew up boys 
and young men together, with like in- 
clinalions, like tastes, like pursuits, and 
like ambitions. 


Colonel Crawford learned Ihu sur- 


veyor's art of Washington and togeth 
er they followed the profession in Vir- 
ginia and elsewhere. Both were farm- 
ers 'as well, and both were soldiers by 
birth and the training that grew out of 
the exigencies of the time. They both 
participated in the revolutionary strug- 
gles, and the valor and 
prowess 


and triumphs of the one stirred no 
emotion in the heart of the other save 
grati lied admiration alone 


The bones of one lie in the stately 


tomb at Ml. Vcrnon, the ashes of the 
other were blown far and wide by the 
winds to mix with the soil of North- 
western Ohio. To commemorate the 
imperishable deeds of the one a tower- 
ing monument laboriously rises on the 
banks of the Potomac, while to recoil 
the tragic death of the other' a single 
shaftjstands to-day in a lone expanse 
of snow, relieved here and there with 
dark wooded 
promontories, which, 


with the coming of southwest winds, 
will be transformed 
in trim fields of 


growing grain and leafy forests, a twit- 
ter with the songs of birds. 


The expedition which culminated in 


the death of Colonel Crawford in the 
literal hell of fire and amid the taunt- 
ing yells and jeers of fiends, was, so 
far as history records, the only 
one 


that ever traversed Ohio's soil marshal- 
ed beneath the black Hag of "death.to 
all and qua)tor to none," 
These ex- 


peditionary forays into the wilderness 
of the \Vest were conducted on a truly 
democratic plan.

ton had assigned him to the command 
of the expedition, and although he 
protested against the doctrine of ex- 
termination, he felt that it would be 
more disgraceful to refuse to lead in a 
species of warfare against which every 
instinct of his nature revolted, than to 
go on and share the ignominy and the 
danger. 


No military commander, with or- 


dinary human instincts, would to-day 
lead such an expedition against any 
race or people, 
But we should not 


judge Colonel Crawford too harshly. 
The whole constitution of society has 
changed within a century. 
The rules 


that govejrn the conduct of war to-day 
may be regarded as inexcusably barbar- 
ous in 1983. 


The ill-fated expedition of Colonel 


flamed their hatred 
his companions. 


On lh« morning of the nth, before 


the prisoners were moved 
forward, 


Captain Pipe, the Indian Commander, 
painted the faces of all of them black, 
at the same time protesting his high re- 
gard and friendship for them, amid the 
grins and laughter of the 
Indians, 


Then began the march of death, 
The 


p'risoners were marched in single file 
at considerable intervals, and 
were 


continually beset by women and child- 
ren, who beat them with clubs and 
withes, while the warriors would occa- 
sionally tomahawk and scalp a prison- 
er, until nearly all of them had been 
thus mercifully disposed of 
before 


reaching the spot where Colonel Craw- 
ford was burned. 
Just before reach- 


ing this spot Girly rode up on horse- 
back and joined

survivors, 


Reaching the place of execution, 


Colonel Crawford was stripped stark 
naked and beaten with sticks and fists. 
His hands were then bound with liga- 
tures behind his back, to which was 
fastened a rope, and this rope was tied 
to a stake placed in the center of a lit- 
tle plot, from which the undergrowth 
and leaves had been cleared away. 
Colonel Crawford asked Girty, who 
was smilingly looking on at the pro- 
ceedings, if it was intended to burn 
him, to which the renegade airily re- 
plied that such was the intention, and 
he hoped it would season him lor .the 
eternal burning he was to enjoy here- 
after. 


Captain Pipe then made a speech in 


the Delaware language, which none of 
the whites understood, but the Indians 
evidently relished it, for they greeted 
its close with the most hideous yells 
and demonstrations of demoniac de- 
light.

termined the legality of the title of the 
electors, as provided by the bill it is 
provided that those votes only shall be 
counted which the two Houses, acting 
scpcrately, shall concurrently decide 
to be, the lawful votes of the appointed 
electors of such State.

Fifty-seven Men Perish 


At Crested Hutle, near Guunison, 


Colorado, on the morning of Thursday 
of last week, an explosion occurred in 
a coal mine, caused by foul air or gas, 
that resulted in the death of 57 men. 
The explosion was one of the most ap- 
palling that ever occurcd in a coal 
mine in this country. 


There wore sixty odd men in the 


mine al the time; ten escaped and fifly- 
sevcn perished. 


The explosion was of such force as 


to completely barricade the mine en- 
trance, and the appliances for the sup- 
ply of air located near wore badly 
wrecked and the roof of the tramway 
blown off. 


The bodies were all recovered and 


presented a frightful appearance, being 
burned and bruised and blackened.
